The largest meeting of the 
Channel Lake FTA was held 
last Wednesday evening, Oct. 

21, in the school gym. After 
the regular business meeting, 
the floor was turned over to 
the Channel Lnko School 
Board .for a question and an- 
swer session regarding the 
possible consolidation to An- 
tioch Grade School. Mr. El- 
mer Eberman, president of 
the board, aeted as moderator 
and the panel comprised of 
(iladys Zobus, Ray Enzen- 
bachcr, Dick Uarland, Elmer 
Meierdirk, Dick Waters, mem- 
bers of the. board and Mr. 
Howard Scott, Superintend- 
ent of the school. 

The' biggest question asked 
was the amount the taxes 
would he raised If Channel 
Lake consolidated. The taxes 
would go up approximately 
20 cents on every 100 dollars 
assessed valuation, or the 
same amount asked ^for by 
the Board In Ihe twice de- 
feated Educational Tax Ref- 
erendum, fast school term. 

In addition, it was ex- 
plained, that our school 
would be considered a Kfi or 
a K6 school district. This 
means there would be Kin- 
dergarten through filli or tith 
grades with the 7th and tlth 
grade being transported to 
Antioch Grade School. 

There would be one grade 
classrooms instead of doub- 
ling up, as we are doing 
now.

New York, N;,Y. (ED)— A 
good boatman never turns 
his back on ids boat after 
summer's last, cruise. Ho 
knows that winter's woes can 
do more damaging to his boat 
than an entire season's ser- 
vice. 

Tender loving care is the 
clue, especially when hauling 
a boat out of water. Discon- 
necting the shaft will protect 
a boat against unnecessary 
stress during the delicate pro- 
cess of transferring it from 
the water to a storage cradle 
or keel block. Care must be 
taken to prevent hull weight 
Irani, resting heavily on bilge 
blocks or shores. If the 
boat's weight is not support- 
ed welt mid evenly, there is 
danger of cracked planks, 
broken frames and loss of 
shape. Make sure the water- 
line is level so water will 
drain out of cockpit scuppers 
and not collect in a puddle 
on the, deck,, > . ... ...'.,.,.. 

A good scrubbing is import' 
ant and should be dSftb as 
soon as the boat is snftng 
pretty in its cradle. First 
wash the boat down, remov- 
ing dirt and salt from sur- 
faces. Bottom growth should 
be scraped off immediately. 

There arc a great number 
of effective chemical clean- 
ers—detergent washes for 
hull ami bilge, and cleaners 
for boat .but joins. — on .the 
market. Those made for ma- 
rine use will be free of harsh 
acids or alkalis that can harm 
a finish or repel new paint. 
Be sure to rinse of the clean- 
er you use with lots of clear 
water. 

One essential step, tooof- 
ten neglected, -at this time is 
an inspection of the hull, su- 
perstructure, all underwater 
appendages, and the engine. 
If any repairs are necessary, 
have them done now . . . ,. 
in order of importance. Jobs 
turned over to the boat yard 
in the slow fall or early win- 
ter periods get done quickly 



and, possibly, at lower cost. 

For your own chores, re- 
move gear to minimize weight 
and to give added ventilation. 
Drain .the water tank which 
will also reduce weight and 
prevent freezing. Fill the 
cooling system with a liquid 
that won't freeze or lot in air. 
Open drains in the hull after 
making sure that all dirt, oil 
and grease arc gone. Clean 
and coat all metal fittings. 

There Is much controversy 
regarding whether to leave. 
the fuel tank full or empty 
during the winter. There 
arc pros and cons both ways 
—even the experts disagree— 
and each skipper should de- 
cide for hhuslf. If you decide 
to leave it empty, be sure to 
treat the inside for removal 
of gas vapors, or fill the lank 
with inert gas, to prevent ex- 
plosion. 

These haulout activities 
will vary in time and effort 
depending upon what kind of 
boat you have. Actually, 
marine aluminum boats offer' 
the owner the most case and 
economy in maintenance. 
Their light weight simplifies 
haul-out procedures and 
costs, there arc no scams to 
caulk, and no fear of damage 
from marine organisms such 
as whipworms nor from land 
animals during haul-out per- 
iods. ..... 

When these tasks are tend- 
ed to and your boat Is clean 
and thoroughly dry outside 
and in, it's time to think 
about painting. Dividing 
painting between fall and 
spring— one coat now, one 
coat then— is easy on you and 
your boat. A coat of paint 
hi fall provides several ounces 
of prevention .... and light- 
ens titc job of launching 
next spring. 

If the old paint on- your 
boat Is not good enough to 
hold another coat, then it 
should be removed, As a 
rule, most boatmen remove 
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old paint on their boats after 
five or more coats. If there 
arc any cracks, holes or 
gouges, be sure to fill them 
with one of the new hard- 
drying marine plastic put- 
ties. ;■ 

Sanding Is essential in pre- 
paring for painting, . All sur- 
faces must be clean. On bare 
wood, sand with medium 
papor. On bare fiberglass, 
use specially prepared clean- 
ers or 6/0 sandpaper. 

Priming is done with a spe- 
cial paint that provides a 
foundation for finishing coats. 
The type and application vary 
with the type of hull material 
and finish paint you use. Ma- 
rino aluminum boats in nor- 
mal- service do not require 
painting, since they can nei- 
ther rot nor rust, and are un- 
affected by Weather. Many 
owners, however, -wish to 
paint for appearance or for 
nidi-fouling protection in salt 
water. Vinyl and alkyd ma- 
rine paints are usually best 
for aluminum; epoxy is es- 
pecially recommended v for 
fiber glass; and most any; ma- 
rine paint Is good for wooden 
boats. Discuss this matter 
with your local marine dealer. 
Preparation and painting 
should be done in as dust-free 
no-wind an environment as 
possible, in temperatures be- 
tween 45 and 90 degrees and 
in humidity not exceeding 
65%. There'll bo many a 
crisp fall day perfect- for 
painting your boat. 

When jMjyr.jcp.ajt. of jpaint 
has dried and ail signs arc 
"A OK", she's ready to be 
tucked In for the winter. The 
cover you use Is very import- 
ant since it also docs a lot of 
protecting. Its fit must be 
slack enough to accommo* 
date the fabric's contractions 
and expansions caused by 
changes in temperature and 
humidity. It must also pro- 
vide ventilation to prevent 
rot, mildew and foul odors. 
You can, and often should, 
install additional vents. 
Here's a rule of thumb: 
when using a cover made of 
synthetic fabric, allow about

Democrat Paul Powell 
and Republican Elmer J; Hoff- 
man. Under present Illinois 
law the Secretary of .State 
also serves as State Librar- 
ian. 

The plan as developed by 
the 1LA calls for an eventual 
expenditure of $21,529,769 as 
compared to the present 
amount of $18,436,850 cur- 
rently spent on a state-wide 
basis for library support of 
the 521 public libraries in the 
state. 

Under the proposals of this 
plan, local . library support 
would equal $2.13 per cap- 
ita and state support, includ- 
ing the operating budget for 
the state library, would equal 
66 cents for a total of $2.79 
per capita.

Button Up Your Boat 

. :"■'. -'" ~. : 



New York, N. Y. (ED)— A 
good boatman never turns 
his back on his boat after 
summer's last cruise. Ho 
knows that winter's woes can 
do more damaging to his boat 
than an entire season's ser- 
vice. 

Tender' loving care is the 
clue, especially when hauling 
a boat out of water. Discon- 
necting the shaft will protect 
a boat against unnecessary 
stress during the delicate pro- 
cess .of transferring it from 
the water to. a storage cradle 
or keel block. Care must be 
taken to prevent hull weight 
from resting heavily on bilge 
blocks or shores. If the 
boat's weight is not support- 
ed well atid evenly, there is 
danger of .cracked planks, 
broken frames and loss of 
shape. Make sure the water- 
line is level so water will 
drain out of cockpit scuppers 
ami not collect In a puddle 
on thVjdcck.t* ,-., - - ....... 

A good scrubbing is import' 
ant and should be. done as 
soon as the boat is sitting 
pretty » In its cradle. First 
wash the boat down, remov- 
ing dirt and salt from sur- 
faces. Bottom growth should 
be scraped off immediately. 

Titerc arc a great number 
of effective chemical clean- 
ers—detergent washes for 
hull and bilge, and cleaners 
for. boat bottoms. — ,,on .the 
market. Those made for nia- 
rine use will be free of harsh 
acids or alkalis that can harm 
a finish or repel new paint. 
Be sure to rinse of the clean- 
er you use with lots of clear 
water. 

One essentia! step, too-of- 
tcn neglected, at this time is 
an inspection of the hull, su- 
perstructure, all underwater 
appendages, and the engine. 
If any repairs arc necessary, 
have them done now . . . ,. 
in order of importance. Jobs 
turned over to the boat yard 
in the slow Jail or early win- 
ter periods get done quickly 



and, possibly, at lower cost. 

For your own chores, re- 
move gear to minimize weight 
and to give added ventilation. 
Drain the water tank which 
will also reduce weight and 
prevent freezing. Fill the 
cooling system with a liquid 
that won't freeze or let in air. 
Open drains In the, hull after 
making sure that all dirt, oil 
and grease arc gone. Clean 
and coal all metal fittings. 

There 'Is much controversy 
regarding whether to leave, 
the fuel tank full or empty 
during the winter. There 
are pros and cons both ways 
— even the experts disagree— 
and each skipper should de- 
cide for himslf. If you decide 
to leave it empty, be sure to 
treat the inside for removal 
of gas vapors, or fill the tank 
with Inert gas, to prevent ex- 
plosion. 

These haul-out activities 
will vary lit time and' effort 
depending upon what kind of 
boat you have. Actually, 
marine aluminum boats offer 
the owner the most case and 
economy in maintenance. 
Their light weight simplifies - 
haul-out procedures and 
coats, there are no scams to 
caulk, and no fear of damage 
from marine organisms such 
as shipworms nor from land 
animals during haul-out per- 
iods. .... . - 

When these tasks arc tend- 
ed to and your boat is clean 
and thoroughly dry outside 
and In, it's time to think 
about painting. Dividing 
painting between fall and 
spring— ono coat now, one 
coal then—is easy on you and 
your boat. A coat of paint 
in fall provides several ounces 
of prevention .... and light- 
ens the job of launching 
next spring.. 

If the old paint on- your 
boat is not good enough to 
hold another coat, then it 
should be removed. As a 
rulo, mast boatmen remove 



old paint on their boats after 
five or more coats; If there 
arc any cracks, holes or 
gouges, bo sure to fill thorn 
with one of the now hard- 
drying marine plastic put- 
ties. .. 

Sanding is essential in pre- 
paring for painting. All. sur- 
faces must be clean. On bare 
wood, sand with medium 
paper. On bare fiberglass, 
use specially prepared clean- 
ers or 6/0 sandpaper. 

Priming is done with a spe- 
cial paint that provides a 
foundation for finishing coats. 
The type and application vary 
with the type of hull material 
and finish paint you use. Ma- 
rine aluminum boats in nor- 
mal service do not require 
painting, since they can nel- 
ther>rot nor rust and arc un- 
affected by weather, Many 
owners, however, wish to 
paint for appearance or for 
anti-fouling protection in salt 
water. Vinyl and alkyd ma- 
rine paints arc usually best 
for aluminum; epoxy is es- 
pecially recommended , for 
fiber glass; and most anyf ma- 
rine paint is good for wooden 
boats. Discuss this matter 
with your local marine dealer. 

Preparation and painting 
should be done in as dust-free 
no-wind an environment as 
possible. In temperatures be- 
tween 45 and 00 degrees and 
in humidity not exceeding 
05%. There'll a bc many a 
crisp fall day * perfect for 
painting your boat. 

When j(pyxj:oat. of p aint 
has dried and iff "signs arc 
"A OK", she's ready to be 
tucked In for the winter. The 
cover you use is very import- 
ant since it also does a lot of 
protecting. Its fit must be 
slack enough to accommo* 
date the fabric's contractions 
and expansions caused by 
changes in temperature and 
humidity. It must also pro- 
vide ventilation to prevent 
rot, mildew and foul odors. 
You can, and often should, 
install additional vents. 
Here's a rule of thumb: 
when using a cover made of 
synthetic fabric, allow about

STORM SEWERS 

BE IT OltDAINED IJY TIIK 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
THE VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH. 
ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: No pemon 
shall discharge or causo la 
be discharged any slorm 
water, surface water, ground 
water, roof runoff, cooling 
water or unpolluted indus- 
trial process walei's to any 
sanitary sewer. 

SECTION 2: Slorm wutor 
and all other unpolluted 
drainage shall be discharged 
into storm sewers or into a 
natural outlet ~-f 

SECTION 3: All storm waf- 
er drains including roof 
drains, yard drains, area 
drains and surface drains, 
may be connected to storm 
sewers where storm sewers 
are available. If storm sew- 
ers are not available, such 
water drains may be emptied 
into natural outlets or may he 
run onto the street pavement 
area at the gutter or ditch 
line. In no ease shall storm 
water be discharged so as 
to run over a public sidewalk.
